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AN EXAMPLE. 


At the beginning of Lent we suggested that pas- 
tors urge their people to give tothe local church, or to 
outside charities and the missions, the nickels and 
dimes which they would save from the theatres, from 
sweat-meats, ete. While we have not received a re- 
port from a large number of them, those who did act 
on our suggestion and report the result to us, con- 
vinced us that the attempt was worth while. The 
Young Ladies’ Sodality, of St. Mary’s church, Erie, 
Pa., placed a box at the entrance of the church, and 
labeled it: “Young Ladies’ Lenten Sacrifices.” By 
Easter the self-denial money aggregated $184.96. We 
‘were consulted concerning the best disposition to 

‘tnake of this money, and we offered the following sug- 
gestion: That $110 be tised to buy a “Missionary Out- 
Fe - that $50 be devoted to the purchase of an altar for 
a poor church; and that the balance, or $24.96, be used 
to send Catholic literature to the soldier boys. 

Some of our readers might wonder what is con- 
tained in the “Missionary Outfit,” and they will be sur- 
prised to learn that this is a beautiful as well a handy 
suitcase, containing everything which is needed to say 
Mass: a set of vestments of each color, a chalice, a 
ciborium, a set of cruets, altar bread box, etc. Pasters 
who have a dozen or more stations to visit every 
month, who must say Mass in improvised buildings, 

rivate houses, etc., find these outfits to render excel- 
ent servicd. Thea tar, which is purchased for $50, is 
well-made, and a set of four brass-lacquered candle- 
sticks and-a crucifix f° with the altar. An altar is 
rchasable at this price because the Catholic Church 
xtension Society has a great many of them built. 

Now, the St. Mary’s dag of Erie, Pa., judging 

from the number of children in school, has no more 
than 400 families; hence these Lenten sacrifices repre- 
sent about 50 cents ng family. While there are at 
least 4,000,000 Catholic families in the United States, 
if only one-half of all families gave 50 cents a 
Lent for Home and Foreign Missions, $1,000,000 woul 
oe realized from said little Lenten sacrifice money 
alone. 

Nothing enthuses people more than the convic- 
tion that their little offerings bring the cons»lations of 
religion to those who would otherwise be outside the 
reach of the same. 

| If pastors assisted the Missions only during Lent 
‘in the manner above indicated, the same would be well 
financed. If there be anything which people would 
take to, it is this practice, and their zeal in behalf of 
their own parish would be quickehed.

To lift men out of the slough of worldly preoccupations we 
may often need what has well been called “the leverage of a 
star.” That star for some may be a book from the heart of a 
soul oy fire with the love of God, or it may be for others a 
great truth of the Faith brought home to them with a direct- 
ness of application that had never struck them before. 

It was by the leverage of a star that Francis Xavier was 
lifted up from the vanities of earthly ambition and glory into 
the sublime apostolate which urged him forth undaunted over 
leagues of perilous seas and through strange and distant. lands 
to conquer souls for Christ. That leverage was the working 
of God’s grace in his soul at the constant repetition of the 
Scripture text, recalled to him by St. Ignatius: “What doth 
it profit a man, if he gain the whole world; and suffer the loss 
of his own soul.” : 

It was such a star which the Divine Power of God had 
used centuries before as the fulcrum to move that other St. 
Francis to leave all the world holds precious, at hearing those 
words of the Holy Gospel addressed by Christ to His twelve 
Apostles when they were about to go forth and preach the 
Kingdom of Heaven: “Do not possess gold, nor silver, nor¢g 
money in your purses: nor scrip for your journey, nor two 
coats, nor shoes, nor a staff.””

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VACATION SCHOOLS. 


A renewed interest in the plans for vacation schools has come with 
the approach of summer. As outlined some time ago in THE QUEEN’S 
WORK, the need for vacation schools among Catholic children in the 
poorer districts is very great. Nearly two years ago a Baptist minister 
from Philadelphia, the head of the National Vacation Bible Schools, called 
on the writer and represented that a very great number, in some cases a 
fourth, of the one hundred thousand children in the three hundred and 
twenty Vacation Bible Schools scattered through seventy cities. of our 
country are Catholics. This would indicate that nearly twenty-five 
thousand Catholic children are going to these Bible Schools. The head 
of the Vacation Bible Schools was willing to send these Catholic children 
to Catholic schools wherever Catholics begin similar activities and madé 

quiries as to what schools were already established. A number of 

atholic educational workers have now been enlisted and the work is 
spreading with encouraging rapidity. The idea is very easily carried out. 
Obtain permission to use the parish school during the summer; get as 
many volunteers as you can, to agree to give one or several mornings or 
afternoons a week to teach in these schools; systematize the work so that 
some of the workers will be present for every session. The program of 
the school is ‘very simple. An hour of Catechism to begin with, then 
games in the yard, then sewing classes for the girls and carpentering 
classes for the boys, and so the morning is finished. In the afternoon 
there may be some story teHing, the stories from Bible history repeated 
by the children, classes in rafia work and basketry, and other light oc- 
eupations together with still more games in the yard, so as to keep the 
children interested until half past two or three o’clock. ‘Two weeks of 
pure vacation may precede this school. The schoe! will then run for four 
or five weeks and then two weeks more of entire vacation will be given 
the children before the commencement of real school. The discipline is 
light and easy, and, taking it all in all, the work is pleasant both for pupils 
and teachers. There are about five hundred thousand Catholi¢ boys and 
girls in more or less acute need of this sort of work for the summer. 
When they come out of the schools for vacation, their only play-ground is 
the city street. They are in acute danger of contamination, both of body 
and soul. The boys in particular, between the ages of twelve and four- 
teen are often ruined by bad example and evil associations in the course 
of a single summer. It is a great work of preventive charity, which is the 
most effective sort of charity, to begin these vacation schools, and ote 
it is which certainly will bring a blessing to all Sodalists who under-
